FRANCE. 


On the 28th January, in the Chamber

Union, by sundry speakers, Gen. tfc- 
basiiani denied that the Belgians were 
unanimous in desiring- a union with 
France. 
He said that France had large 


claims upon Belgian gratitude, and it 
was not taking too great liberty to re- 
quire a voice, particularly when refer- 
red to, as to the form of Government, 
which so near a neighbor ought to as- 
sume. 
Poland was 400 leagues distant 


from France, and nothing was to be 
done for it but through the medium. of 
a Continental war, for which France 
was not anxious, though not unprepa- 
red. 
These arguments were re-echoed 


by the Minister of War. 
Gen, Lafay- 


ette maintained that France ought to 
adhere to the. broad principle of pro- 
test against all international interven- 
tion, and ought to enforce it at all risks. 
M. Manguin concluded by saying that 
if France was disposed to take Belgium 
under its wing, the Powers of the 'Con- 
tinent were all loo weak lo interfere 
with it. The Ministers, one and all. 
professed their adherence to a pacific 
system. 


POLISH REVOLUTION.

Warsaw, which are to the 20th Jan, 
are not very favorable for ihe success of 
the Polish cause, or encouraging to its 
friends.

ven plantations have been ravaged by 
conflagration, that the slaves have made 
use of fire arms and cutlasses to repel 
the militia, the soldiers of the line and 
the marines, who were sent to these 
places to opposs the progress of the 
fire:— 


Considering that in the night of the 


10th 
of this month, new fires occurred 


in two plantations of Grand Ause, and 
in a plantation of Vauclin, n o t w i t h - 
standing the example of the arrest ol 
one hundred and twenty-six negroes, 
male and female :— 


Considering that at this time there is 


reason to fear, that these fires may be 
spread in the colony; considering that 
the most energetic measures have been 
taken to secure the colony of Martinique 
from the new ravages w i t h which it is 
threatened, but that in case these meas- 
ures should be ineffectual, it is of the 
greatest importance to deter the guilty, 
and by the promptitude of the punish- 
ments which shall be inflicted on the 
authors, favorers and accomplices of 
the crimes which may be committed : 
Considering further, our decree of the 
10th of this mouth, by which we have 
placed the colony in a state of siege : 
Considering that, in pursuance of our 
decree of the l l t h of this month, the 
second article of the above referred to 
decree, creating a military armistice, 
has been reported : 
And considering

of the ordinance of the 24th of Septem- 
ber, 1828,—on the proposition of the 
Procureur-General of the King, and by 
the aduce of the Privy Counsel and in 
virtue of the extraordinary powers ves 
ted in us by the ordinance of the 31st of 
August, 1830, which .suspends the exe- 
cution of the 180th article of the ordi- 
nance of the 9th of February, I 827:

170 
to the canal from Columbia to Middle- 
town ; S ' 25,000 to the western turn- 
pikes ; £700,000 to the canal and slack- 
water navigation between Huntingdon 
and Hollidaysburg, and the rail-road a- 
cross the Allegheny m o u n t a i n ; §200,- 
000 to the exien.sion of the West Branch; 
$5100,000 to the North Branch; g25,- 
000 to the Lewisburg cross-cut, to be 
paid out of the West Branch appropri- 
ation ; S'00,000 to the Big Beaver; 
and 360.000 to the French creek.

will be returned to the Senate to-day, 
and will probably pass that body with- 
out any alteration. 


The Improvement Bill Passed. 


This morning, the Senate, after con- 


siderable discussion, receded from the 
amendments to the improvement bill, 
non-concurred in by the House of Re-
